Flier Unable To Make

Richmond, Feb. 4.-—(A P )—Clarence 
D. Chamberlin and Roger Q. Williams 
crashed in their attempt to take off 
here today to set a new world’s record 
of continuous flight. 
The plane left 
the 
runway 
and 
climbed about 40 feet in the air when 
it fall on the rib wing. 
Chamberlin was at the control when 
the big monoplane 
shot 
down 
the 
plank runway at 7 o’clock. It gathered 
speed rapidly and cleared the ground 
just before reaching the end of the 
runway. 
The tail skids struck some 
railroad ties at the end of the field. It 
shot up 20 feet higher into the air, 
swerved and fell. 
Chamberlin and Williams quickly 
climbed out. 
The right wing of the 
plane was crushed, the under carriage 
smashed and the propeller broken. 
Chamberlin saki he realized that he 
would be unable 
to take off when 
ground observers signalled him to lift 
the plane off the runway. 
He said he 
signalled to Williams to let out the 
gasoline so that the machine might 
rise but before this could be ac­ 
complished the tail skids dragged over 
the railroad ties 
and
